The pos<ibilities of honest doubts about ine
terprotution have been offset by a glossary
of detinittons,  There is, of course, no in-
fallible antidote against wanton wrangling,
but the radius of valn speculation and dis-
trneting hypothesis has unquestionably been
shortened by the eovenant,

OHN ASHHURST, City, Librarian, tells

me that every year 35,000 books In the
library are buled up and wold for old paper.

That means that 100 books a day, ap-
proximately, for every day in the year are
destroyed.
* It #eems an enormous waste, yet nothing
can be done to prevent it.

The books enst Into the discard have been
completely worn out,

They are solled, torn, broken and their
fornerss broken off by the ear-mnagk fiends
who tuke titnt method of marking the ploce

i in a book Instond of using a slip of paper or

n regular book marker,

Before these volumes are destroyed they
have been vebound two or three times,

The torn pages have been mended with
frunsparent Inumr. The greasy cdges have
hrm_l trimmed repeatedly,

Finally, repeated bindings and trimming
of edges hive gone so far, and the book has
become o Hlthy and such a menace to
health that it 1s destroyed,
